HANCOCK'S SHARE OF 
NATIONAL BUDGET 
OVER 3 MILLION 


Hancock’ Couit}’s. sha¥é’ ofthe 
president's proposed . $98.8, billion 
federal spending budget for fiscal 
1964. would amount to $3,272,000, 
the Mississippi -Reonomic Council 
estimates. 

The MEC said it arrived at the 
county's share of the proposed 
budget by applying an economic 
showing this county pays 
69 percent of state spending. to 
the amount Mississippi will be call- 


ed. upon to pay. The state is esti- |. 


mated to pay 0.48 percent of all 
federal spending. This figure ap- 
plied to the total federal budget 
proposal , shows: - ` Mississipiatis’ 
‘would pay $474,240,000 of the pro-; 
posed federal total. 

“This is the highest. amount 
this county or our- state has ever 
been called upon to pay into the 
federal . government, ` in war or 
peacetime,” -the, MEC- said. “Our 
state is often cited as one of the 
poorer states, yet this shows. how: 
heavy federal spending affects 
our pocketbooks. 

“In announcing these figures, 
the M9C is not attempting to 
weigh the merits or demerits of 
spending proposals. However, 
when the share of federal spend- 
ing is added to state, county and 
local spending proposals, it is easy 
to see the taxpayer is being bur- 
dened to the breaking point.” 

The M9C said it arrives at the 
state’s share, 0.48 percent, by us- 


{ing a formula developed and ace. 


cepted by national economists to 
estimate each state's share of fed- 
eral spending. The formula in. 
cludes the following items: 

Individual income taxes reported 
by states, corporate income taxes, 
estate and gift taxes, excise taxes 
and certain other taxes, such as 
employment taxes and motor ve- 
hicle fuel taxes. The county index 
is one developed by state econo. 
mists in administering state funds 
for education.

We have observed generally 
the condition of tlie courthouse 
and find that it is generally speak- 
ing in an unclean condition. We 
have also observed the large num- 
ber of prisoners who have been 
confined in the Hancock County 
jail at a tremendous cost to the 
taxpayers of this county. In further 
investigations of this we have con- 
ferred with the board of super- 
visors and we are advised that 
these prisoners can be worked 
legally and we have so recom- 
mended to the board of super- 
visors. It appears to us as a body 
that every effort should be made 
to utilize prisoner labor in and 
around the courthouse with soap 
and water, if nothing else is avail- 
able, and in any event to try and 
clean up the conditions which now 
exist until they can be corrected. 
We also find that the board of 
supervisors is paying a prison 
guard and we recommended th 
these prisoners be used as they 
are intended to be used by the 
law, upon the roads and beats of 
the county so as to justify the 
large expenditures being used to 
feed and house them in the county 
jail. We also recommended that ar- 
resting officers use very discre- 
tion in the filing of charges 
against individuals and that these 
charges not be multiplied when 
unnecessary, resulting in addition- 
al costs to the county, since the 
county must pay the cost of their 
conviction where the defendant is 
unable to do so. We find that these 
payments are three to four times 
in excess of prior administrations 
and while we do not make a find- 
ing that they are not necessary, 
we do admonish the officers to ex-
